Buckwheat and Its By-products. 
Sorghums and Millets 


of the common cereals 

and their main  by-pro- 
ducts used for feeding dairy 
cows and dry stock have 
been discussed. There are 
some plant; more or less 
resembling cereals or used 
like them that should have some dis- 
cussion in this series of articles on the 
“Source of Feeds”’. The first of these 
common feeds is buckwheat. 


Euckwheat and Its Products 

The buckwheat plant is not useful 
as a plant to be pastured or as a green 
soiling crop. Its whole use is through 
the grain that it bears. From the fact 
that buckwheat will produce a_ good 
crop on re'atively poor land it is grown 
on parts of farms that otherwise would 
not produce much grain. 

Buckwheat is useful as a grain for 
dairy cows and young stock when 
ground but the buckwheat shucks or 
hulls have no feeding value so that 
compared with the cereals, oats, barley 
and eon, ground buckwheat is much 
less valuable. It is a case of the valu- 
able part of the seed being diluted with 
a worthless part so that the whole is 
rather low. To reduce the value to 
comparative terms I would say that 
fround huekwheat is probably a little 
more valuable than wheat bran and less 
valuable than ground oats for feeding 
cows. The number of pounds of total digestible nutrients 
in 1 ton of ground buckwheat is 1268, compared with 1218 
Ibs. in-a ton of wheat bran and 1400 Ibs. in a ton of ground 
oats. There is more protein in the bran so that possibly the 
wheat bran is just as valuable as the ground buckwheat 
pound for pound when we consider the extra protein in the 
bran. Ground buckwheat is 10.8% protein, 8.1% digestible, 
and wheat bran is about 16 per cent protein 12.5 per cent. 
digestible. So we can see that the use of bran in place 
of ground buckwheat would increase the protein in the 
grain mixture and add more bulk to the mixture than the 
ground buckwheat. Therefore, it has been my suggestion 
to farmers having buckwheat to grind, that they sell the 
buckwheat and buy wheat bran whenever they can make 
the exchange at the same price. They have to go to 
town to get the buckwheat ground at a cost of 15 to 20 
cents a hundred so that at the same price per ton the 
exchange is in favor of the wheat bran. 

Buckwheat Hulls 

Before going into a discussion of the by-products of 

buckwheat I think it will be well to get a clear

Therefore it is seen that ground 
wheat straw would be twice as good to 
mix with buckwheat middlings to 
lighten them up as wheat straw. 
This shows conclusively that the hulls 
are not worth drawing home. 

Buckwheat Feed 

Buckwheat feed is a mixture of 
buckwheat hulls and buckwheat mid- 
dlings and is valuable in proportion to 
the amount of middlings which it contains. A buckwheat 
feed is subject to the feed inspection law and must be 
licensed in New York state and should be subject to the 
same law in any state as any manufactured feed. In many 
places small millers are selling the buckwheat feed with- 
out license and without guaranteeing the analysis or 
naming the ingredients. Mixing in such worthless hulls with 
the middlings is bad practice. The only way for farmers to 
combat it is to refuse the feed and demand the clear 
middlings unmixed with the hulls. Sometimes mixing of 
the hulls is somewhat covered up by regrinding the hulle 
so as to deceive the purchaser as to the amount of hulls 
present in the feed. 

Buckwheat Middlings 


There is no feed much better for milk production than 
good buckwheat middlings unmixed and undiluted with 
hulls. The amount of digestible protein in buckwheat 


middlings is about 24 per cent. as compared with 21.6 
per cent in gluten feed. The total digestible nutrients in 
one ton of buckwheat middlings is 1532 and in gluten feed 
1614. so it is seen that the buckwheat middlings ave well 
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up to the value oi gluten feed. When made in a good local 
mill the value 1s likely to be fully as high if not higher 
than these figures represent 

A study of the analyses of buckwheat feeds as given in 
the last Geneva Experiment Station bulletin on Feed 
Inspection shows a tremendous variation in the composi- 
tion of buckwheat feed. One guarantee is as low as 5 
per cent protein whereas on the other end of the variation 
we find a feed guaranteeing 20 per cent. protein. Others 
guaranteed 18 per cent with one or two at 10 per cent. 
Good straight middlings apparently run about 30 per cent 
total protein. li seems to me that the best practice fo 
millers is to throw the shucks away and sell good straight 
buckwheat middlings 


Rice and Its By-products 

little rice will ever be used as such for 
animal food because of its great value as a human food, 
but there seems to be some rice bran and rice polish on 
the market, both of which are good feeds and desirable to 
buy if one has the opportunity. Rice bran is low in 
protein and differs from wheat bran in this regard but is 
fairly digestible when of high grade and has about 1316 
pounds of total digestible nutrients to the ton It should 
be used in the place of corn meal, ground oats or ground 
barley instead of as wheat bran because of its low protein 
content. Rice polish could be used as one would use a fine 
flour middling but here again the rice polish would need 
more protein supplement than the wheat middlings. 

Rice hulls are comparable to the buckwheat hulls, the 
analysis of which is given above only worse. In 2000 pounds 
of rice hulls are found only 284 pounds of total digestible 
nutrients.. The hulls are unpalatable and should never be 
fed to animals. In buying rice bran one should see that 
there are no hulls in it. Here as in all cases, the analysis 
should be studied with care and the statement as to in- 
gredients studied well to know that only rice bran is 
present and nothing else

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Miscellaneous Grains—Sorghums and Millets 


The sorghums are used for both forage and grai: They 
are of two general types the sweet or saccharine sorghums 
and the non-saccharine sorghum. The sweet rghums 


are grown for forage and the non-saccharine types for 
both forage and grain. The principal use of sorghun is asa 
substitute for corn in localities of insufficient rainfalj to 
guarantee a crop. It is probably not worth while ip this 
article to spend much time on these as most of the readers 
of the World will depend on corn. I think it is safe :> gay 
that there is no reason to try to grow any of the sorghums 
when corn will mature. Amber forage is a sweet sorghum 

There are three principal types of the grain sorghums, 
kafir with compact erect heads, durra heads compact and 
pendent and the broom corn type, heads loose and 
spreading. There are many varieties coming under each 
of these three types. ‘Milo maize” and “feterita” are of the 
durra type. “Shallu” and “kaoliang’” are varieties in the 
broom corn group. All of these sorghums are grown more 
or less in the semi-arid parts of the United States, where 
it is too dry for corn and their value is proved by the great 
increase in acreage in the past few years. 

The millets are rapid growing annual plants which may 
be used as hot weather catch crops. The most common type 
is the “foxtail millet’ or “common millet”. “Hungarian” 
millet and “German” are coarser larger yielding varieties 
which sacrifice in quality of forage and earliness what is 
gained in quantity. Japanese millet, or “billion dollar grass” 
am. “teosinte’” are millets of little value. Where some 
millet is indicated as a forage catch crop probably the best 
results will be obtained by sticking to the “common” 
foxtail millet, sowing it thickly and cutting it early

associations, the editorials in your 
farm papers, and you have’ become 
familiar with the gradual increases in the number and price 
of pure breds as compared to grade cows; you have decided 
that if it has paid other men to raise pure bred cattle it will 
also be profitable to you, but you haven’t just decided what 
breed suits you best. Yes, we know that each breed’s 
exponents think his particular breed is the best. It is right 
that he should think so, for it is an attitude that usually 
spells success when handled rightly. Each of the breeds no 
doubt have some characteristic that is not as well marked 
as in some of the others and often this is of a minor point. 
But after you have studied them all you decide that the Hol- 
stein just fits the conditions exactly. Conditions that govern 
one man’s selection of cattle for dairy purposes may not and 
frequently does not, apply to his neighbor in any way 
These conditions vary with individuals, locations, markets, 
product sought and preference of the purchaser 


N O doubt you have been studying 


Conditions Governing Selection 


In the first place one of the things that should have the 
most weight , all things else being equal, is personal pre- 
ference. That man is most apt to succeed whose work is 
with things he is interested in from unselfish motives, and 
who takes a sentimental interest with his herd. The next 
point to be considered might well be the breed’s adapta- 
bility to the local environment and also its popularity and 
distribution in the community. This has a very marked 
influence upon the sale of breeding stock, as isolated herds 
find it more difficult to attract prospective purchasers than 
those that are in communities in which such herds are plen- 
tiful. The type of product that the owner wishes to produce, 
such as market milk, cream or butter, etc.; whether this 
product is to be sold in the general market or whether a 
special market is to be developed for it. These conditions 
are ever changing and those that present themselves to one 
beginner for solution may not be the same ones that another 
must solve, so it largely is a matter that must be settled by 
the individual himself. 


Study the Breed 


After you have decided on the breed the next thing to do 
is make a thorough study of the breed This study can be 
made from the large quantity of literature that is available. 
It is well to study some early history, especially that of 
foundation, and then of improvement methods. If the breed 
has any faults that the improvers have tried to eliminate 
it is well to know that too. Become familiar with early 
families and strains of breeding as well as their origin and 
successes; carry this study down to the present time, 
familiarizing yourself with out-standing animals and breed- 
ers as well. It is well to know the rules and regulations 


governing the registration of the offspring. This requires 
much reading and study, but it should be very fascinating to 
the individual who is interested in them, and so should not 
require any more than the time required to do it. 
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Of course you can read this also in 


your books on breeds, but while this 
will help you greatly yet you cannot 
learn the type in this way. You must 


see the living animal and study the points of which you 
have read. This should not at this time be difficult, for 
Holsteins are very widely distributed and besides at every 
fair and show where dairy cattle are shown you will find 
them well represented. It is money and time well spent for 
the beginner to attend good shows and visit as many good 
herds as possible before making his purchases. By studying 
type and breeding, he is often able to save not only much 
money when he makes his selection, but builds his herd on 
a better foundation. It will be noticed that even our best 
breeders may have some things that they emphasize about 
an animal in a way that makes it appear differently than 
it does to another breeder.Many of these are really minor 
points and do not as a general thing detract from or add to 
the general value of the animal. In all such cases the 
prospective beginner must be the judge as to how much 
credit shall be allowed to such points when he selects his 
animals. After the beginner has had the privilege of 
examining many representative herds he will then form in 
his own mind the ideal type of Holstein. This type must be 
firmly fixed in the beginner’s mind and it should be the 
uppermost point to be considered when starting a herd. It 
is the only method to follow that will be reasonably sure 
of leading to success. It is not enough to breed pure bred 
animals of recognized breeding. You must have a type as 
your ideal and then constantly strive to improve that 
type. 
Selecting Foundation Stock 


If you have made a thorough study of the breed, you 
are now ready to select your herd foundation. In the first 
place do not look too much to the reputation that the 
breeder has made at sales or in the show ring, but make 
an effort to get the individual animal as near your selected 
type as possible and with as good breeding as possible. 
Many times a small breeder may be able to supply you 
just as good animals as one with a good big reputation. Too 
many times beginners pay too much for the name of the 
breeder. Be sure that you are buying healthy animals and 
from a healthy herd. Contagious abortion and tuberculosis: 
are two diseases that are wide spread, so it is best to 
demand a tuberculin test of the seller with the privilege 
of a sixty day retest by your own veterinarian. It is well 
to keep in mind that not all men are as honest as they 
might be so it is well to make reasonable efforts to deal 
with breeders that you have every reason to feel are 
doing business on the square. 


Number to Buy 
It is the most common mistake for the beginner to buy 
too many animals rather than too few. It is alwavs best to 
start with a few animals and grow into the business rather 
than to try to start with too large a herd. A large start 
frequently embarasses the owner financially and then the

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Let’s Get Back of An Ad Campaign 
For Milk 


T has been estimated by some of our experts that we are 
| now using in liquid form as milk the products of about 

9,000,000 cows in the United States out of a total of 2465, 
000,000 dairy animals in the country. It is also estimated 
that under present conditions we are using on the average 
about one-third as much milk as we should for our own 
good. In other words, if we used three times as much milk 
as we do now, we would be better nourished and at less ex- 
pense. Think what it would mean to the dairy industry if 
the people of the United States should get into a frame of 
mind where they would even approximate the amount of 
milk they ought to be using. It would take the product of 
27,000,000 cows, which is more than there are in the entire 
country today. As that day approaches, it is certain that 
the dairy cow population will increase in proportion as the 
law of supply and demand ‘would operate to make the 
dairy business a profitable one under such conditions. The 
only way that such a condition will ever be brought about 
will be through a gigantic campaign of advertising and 
other forms of educational publicity for milk. There is no 
class of breeders that would be more benefited by such a 
condition than the breeders of Holstein cattle, for in the 
important market milk centers purebred and grade Hol- 
steins are already supplying around 75% of the total prod- 
ucts, and as that end of the business develops further that 
large percentage will increase rather than diminish, as the 
Holstein cow continues to demonstrate her superiority as 
a profit producer. Therefore, it is up to the breeders of 
Holsteins to give their earnest and active support and to 
take the initiative if necessary in putting across a general 
campaign to increase the use of milk and dairy products 
through wider knowledge of the advantages that come to 
the consumer from such a course. We understand that the 
National Dairy Council is about to inaugurate a monster 
campaign along this line and as soon as the details are 
available Holstein breeders will be given an opportunity to 
get in on the ground floor in extending their active support 
to this great movement that means so much to their future 
welfare. 





Two Things We Must Do Ourselves 


REAT as are the possibilities through advertising 
Gaairs products, there are two things which we, as 

dairymen and producers, must do ourselves if any 
advertising campaign js to achieve maximum results. 
These two things are—first, a greater standardization of 
the quality of our products, and second, a display of 
greater confidence and appreciation of our own products 
ourselves. In other words, we cannot get by with an 
argument that dairy products are the best and most 


economical items in the bill of ‘sre, and convince the people 
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of the towns and cities that it is true if we fail to exhibit 
the courage of our convictions by going the limit in, using 
these products on our own tables. The consumers’ organi. 
zations in the cities are already taking note of the facet 
that dairymen in the past have been such libera! users 
of oleomargarine, and they are asking some very e:baras. 
sing questions at times when our dairy experts appear be. 
fore them to urge the cause of dairy products. Along this 
line, a great deal of valuable work could be accomplished 
through efforts applied in the meetings of granges and 
other local farmers’ organizations, and right here is pre- 
sented a splendid opportunity for Holstein breeders to take 
the lead in guiding the farmers and dairymen of their own 
community along the right line in the matter of using more 
dairy products on the farm table. 


And now let us take up this question of standardiza- 
tion. When you buy a box of Sunkist oranges or Skookum 
apples, or Quaker oats, or Portland cement, yes, or a pack- 
age of oleo, you can depend upon receiving goods that 
measure absciutely up to the specifications. You know 
what you are getting and you get just what you pay for, 
With dairy vroducts, unfortunately, this is nct always true, 
Some of the butter, in fact, a great deal of the so-cal.ed 
farmer’s butter, that is offered you at the country grocery 
store, is a mighty strong argument in favor of using some. 
thing else to spread on your bread, and we cannot much 
blame people for overlooking the vitamines in that butter, 
or even doubting their presence there, because it would 
seem that no living thing could exist in such an atmosphere, 
According to our own personal taste, there is nothing more 
delicious than milk and butter, cheese and cottage cheese 
at their best, but when they are off flavor they go right to 
the other exreme, and the more times you run into the off. 
flavor stuff, the less you are able to get those experiences 
out of your mind even when you are partaking of the best, 
and it results finally in the use of something else on your 
table in place of a product which you feel you cannot de- 
pend upon. It is a mighty difficult thing to standardize 
the products of the dairy cow to the extent that is possible 
in almost any other industry. Dairy products are produced 
in such a large number of small plants—the individual 
dairy farms—that the problem of controlling absolutely the 
conditions under which the milk is produced in every one 
of them has never yet been solved satisfactorily. If every 
dairyman would come to a realization that when he uses 
slipshod methods in producing milk that he really cannot 
relish himself, or butter that his family will not eat, he is 
doing his part to knock the bottom out from under his 
own business, we shall perhaps see greater improvement in 
this respect. In fact, we believe there is a constant im- 
provement at the present time through the work of our 
farm bureaus and agricultvral colleges, and wider educa- 
tion in better methods, and the importance of a quality prod- 
uct. Let us therefore make a united effort to put our own 
house in order, and we will find the idea of greater use 
of dairy products will ‘sell’ much more readily 


Earnings For the Current Year 


HE secretary’s office has adopted the commendable 
practice of issuing monthly reports as to the registra- 
tions and transfers, applications for membership re- 
ceived, and the gross earnings of the Association, and 
adds to the interest of the report by showing comparative 
figures for preceding years. The report of April 1 covers 
a period of eleven months and the figures are most gratify- 
ing, registrations totalling very close to 100,000-——99,789 to 
be exact—which is an increase of over 29% above a similar 
period for the preceding year. Transfers have increased 
from 85,000 in 1918 to 117,000 in the current 11-months 
period, an increase of over 37%. Applications for mem- 
bership have come in in a steady stream during the entire 
11 months, and show a total of 3617 as compared with 2807 
for the first eleven months in 1918-19, and 1159 for a simila! 
period in 1917-18. The earnings from registrations and 
transfers have increased splendidly owing in part to the In- 
creased number and in part to the increased fees for trans 
fer, which alone during the 11 months amount to nearly 


$125,000, this fund being available for extension work The 
total fees on certificates issued during the i1 months 


amount to over $307,000, as compared with $170,000 for a4 
similar period the preceding year. No figures are given 
as to the expense of carrying on the business of the associa 
tion. We assume they will have quite a bearing on the 
financial condition of the association at the close of the 
year. The details of the figures mentioned above appear

UPYT. Gardner calls attention to the fact that the 
S current volume of the Holstein-Friesian Advanced 

Registry, Volume 31, closes April 30, 1920, and that 
all records appearing in that volume must be in his office 
by the date mentioned. Particularly, he directs attention 
to the fact that incomplete reports will not be accepted, 
that they must go through the hands of the State Agricul- 
tural College conducting the test for their signatures before 
they can be accepted for entry. Some breeders make it a 
practice to hold up all of their reports until late in the 
year so that they can make a bigger showing by having 
them come out all at once. Don’t do it! It is a practice 
that adds to the expense of conducting the office of the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry by causing unneces- 
sary congestion at the close of the official year and in the 
final rush of closing up the work of the year and the 
great number of records appearing at that time, you do not 
get as much attention as you would if they were reported 
promptly as fast as completed throughout the year. Give 
the clerks in the superintendent’s office a chance. Send in 
your reports as promptly as possible and don’t try to take 
any short cuts by sending in partial reports at the last 
minute without the signature of your state college

Another World’s Record 


A new high mark in the 30-day divi- 
sion of the senior 3-year-old class has 
been set by Pabst Korndyke Corn- 
flower, with 151.71 lbs. butter, her 
milk production being 2478.0 lbs. She 
is owned by Pabst Stock Farm of 
Oconomowoc, Wis., and is a daughter 
of their herd sire, Korndyke Segis Jo- 
hanna. She displaces as world’s cham- 
pion the Canadian bred and developed 
heifer, Elva Spofford (144.34 Ilbs.), 
now owned by Cold Stream Farm, 
Lexington, Ky. She displaces as state 
champion of Wisconsin in her class, 
Lady Longfield 4th’s Homestezd Lass 
who made her record of 124.42 lbs. for 
S. B. Jones & Son of Watertown. 


This is the second world’s record 
broken by Pabst Korndyke Cornflower 
and the sixth state record, although 
she is not yet four years old. Fresheu- 
ing for the first time at just 25 months 
old, she made the very creditable al- 
though not sensational record of 21.62 
Ibs. in 7 days and 85.87 lbs. in 30 days. 
She proved to be a very persistent 
milker and 8 months after calving 
broke the state record for butter pro- 
duction with 20.84 Ibs. and broke the 
world’s record for milk production in 
the junior 2-year-old class with 484.7 
Ibs. She finished her year with 1002.46 
Ibs. butter from 22656.3 lbs. milk, both 
being state records for Wisconsin. As 
announced in the World some time 
ago, she came back again as a senior 
38-year-old with 38.43 Ibs. in 7 days, 
which is a state record by a margin of 
over 6 lbs., and now we hear that she 
has broken the world’s record by a 
margin of over 7 lbs. with 151.71 lbs. 

A letter from her owner dated April 
11 advises that on the day before she 
milked 102.3 lbs. and started off the 
morning the letter was written with 
27.6 lbs. for her first milking. She will 
be continued on long time test and if 
all goes well with her, will undoubt- 
edly greatly increase her last year’s 
figures. 

It is also worthy of note that in ad- 
dition to being a world’s record, her 
80-day record is the largest ever made 
in Wisconsin by any cow of any age 
or breed with the single exception ot 
the new 40-lb. cow, Sadie Gerben Heun- 
gerveld De Kol. Her production is not 
only a world’s record in her class, but 
is the largest record ever made by a 
heifer under four years of age, while 
only six 4-year-olds have ever ex: 
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ceeded this production. Her picture 
appeared in our Picture Gallery last 
week before the facts concerning her 
30-day record were known. 

She is a daughter, as we have al- 
ready said, of Korndyke Segis Jw- 
hanna, who has seen considerable ser- 
vice at Pabst Stock Farm. He is out 
of the first 30-lb. cow, Pontiac Lady 
Korndyke, a daughter of Pontiac 
Korndyke, and his sire, Johanna Mc- 
Kinley Segis, is a great transmitting 
son of King Segis from one of the first 
40-lb. cows. Korndyke Segis Johanna 
now has two daughters with junior 2- 
year-old records above 20,000 lbs. milk 
in a year. 

The dam of Pabst Korndyke Corn- 
flower is Pabst Cornflower who is 
Wisconsin’s state champion junior 4- 
year-old with a record of 32.02 lbs. She 
also has a 24-lb. junior 2-year-old rec- 
ord and is one of the very best daugh- 
ters of the century sire, King Pontiac 
Champion, who now has 16 30-lb. 
daughters with records up to 38 Ibs., 
as well as three daughters with 1000- 
Ib. year records, two of them making 
their records from better than 28000 
Ibs. milk. 

As Pabst Korndyke Cornflower and 
her dam and grandam were all bred 
and developed at Pabst Stock Farm, 
her owner is naturally very proud of 
her unusual performance. The Hol- 
stein public will await with consider- 
able interest further reports as to the 
production of this remarkable heifer 
on long-time test.

ORGANIZING STATE DAIRY 


COUNCIL 

You will, of course, be interested in knowing of what 
was done at the dairy conference, held at the Penn-Harris 
Hotel, in Harrisburg, Tuesday, April 6th, as called by the 
National Dairy Council. About sixty-five representative 
dairy people of the state were in attendance and the after- 
noon was devoted to hearing President M. D. Munn, of the 
National Dairy Council, of Chicago, explain the purpose of 
the dairy council and the plan of organization for the state 
council in Pennsylvania, to work in conjunction with the 
National Council. 

President Munn, in his talk, explained that it was the 
purpose of the Dairy Council to bring together all branches 
of the dairy industry by states, such state councils to col- 
lectively comprise the National Dairy Council, with the 
purpose of promoting the dairy industry in its entirety in 
this country. Several states are already well organized 
and, with Pennsylvania occupying as prominent a position 
as it does, both in the production and consumption of dairy 
products, it was thought highly advisable that the Pennsyl- 
vania State Dairy Council should be organized at this 
time. 

It is not the purpose of the Dairy Council to supplant 
any existing dairy organizations but rather to co-ordinate 
the efforts of all who have the welfare of the dairy in- 
dustry at heart and to perfect such an organization a8 
would take care of such problems as affect all branches of 
the industry. The organization is to include the producers, 
manufacturers and distributors, as well as the manufac 
turers and distributors of dairy machines and equipment. 
A nation-wide campaign of education that would acquaint 
the consuming public with the absolute necessity of @ 
greater consumption of dairy products as food, national 
and local advertising campaigns for the promotion of 
greater consumption, and educational work as a means of 
more efficient production of dairy products are a few of 
the plans as outlined by the Dairy Council. 

Following Mr. Munn’s address, a nominating committee 
was appointed to select temporary officers and an ofr- 
ganization committee for the Pennsylvania Dairy Council.

The organization committee geld a short business ses- 
sion at the close of the confereg@e and plans were laid for 
the permanent organization of the Pennsylvania Dairy 
Council. It is planned to incorporate in the near future and 
to include in this organization all those in the various 
branches of the dairy industry who are interested, in any 
way, in the promotion of dairy affairs. It is planned to em 
ploy a paid secretary in Pennsylvania who will be assisted 
by the representatives of the National Dairy Council in 
the Pennsylvania Council work. 

it is vitally important that all of us who are, in any 
way, engaged in the dairy business, either in the produc- 
tion, distribution or manufacture of dairy products, should 
at this time, put forth every effort to assist in the success- 
ful organization of the Pennsylvania Dairy Council and I 
ask that you immediately write me, stating your position 
in regard to such an organization and, at the same time. 
inform me as to what, if any, local dairy organizations you 
may now be a member of and, at the same time, give me 
the names of the officers of such organizations. . 

I will appreciate a very early reply on your part, for 
President Jenkins desires to call an organization meeting 
of the dairy people in the state, representing all interests, 
within the next few weeks, at which time 2 permanent 
organization will be perfected and permanent officers 
elected. Your help is needed.

to pay for one cow; but let’s see i: she 
was worth the price. 


She hes produced a total of 13,259 
pounds of milk in the last 25) days, 
and she’s just started as she is only a 
four-year-old. That many pounds of 


milk means 1,541 gallons. She has 
turned out an average of 53 pounds 
or a little over six gallous, daiiy for 
the 250 days. Mr. Levy used all the 
milk he needed in his own house and, 
in addition, 21 other families every 
morning, some taking a pint, otliers a 
quart and some two quarts—a!l from 
this one top-notch cow. At the end of 
the 250 day period. Mr. Levy figured 
up, as he had kept accurate records 
on her work, and found that he had 
“took in” $810 cash—think of it! $810 
from one cow in less than nine months 
—and had paid out only 80 cents a 
day for her feed. Is she worth $502. 

The wonderful performance of Win- 
ana Prilly Konigen—let’s call her 
Winana for short—is much more 
significant when the fact is considered 
that she gave much more milk in 250 
days than the average cow in Louis- 
jana gives in three years, or 1,095 
days. If most of the dairy farmers 
who ship their product to New Orleans 
get 12 pounds, or one and a half gal- 
lons of milk daily from their cows, 
on the average, they get chesty and 
boast of what fine cows they have. 
But there is Winana, a mere baby in 
the business, giving over six gallons 
a day for a year. What will she do 
when she gets full grown? 

His Farm is Back Yard 

Six gallons in one dav is not Win- 
ana’s best record. On March 8, when 
there was a dairymen’s meeting at 
Alexandria, Mr. Levy took several of 
the visitors to his farm—which is his 
back yard—to show them his Winana. 
At 5:30 in the morning the cow was 
milked by Dr. W. R. Dodson, of Baton 
Rouge, giving 28% pounds of milk 
at that milking; she was milked again 
at 11:30 in the morning, the same day, 
by another expert milker, and gave 
22% pounds of milk; the third milk- 
ing was at 6:30 in the evening and she 
gave 21% pounds of milk. The grand 
total production for one day was 73 
pounds of milk—exactly 814 gallons. 
And Winana was not primed or fed 
up for this one day test. It was a 
regular day for her; she does it often. 

Mr. Levy has no farm. As stated, 
his only farm is his back yard. Cer- 
tainly, that is no place to run a dairy 
but he is doing it and is getting away 
with it—very, very profitably, too. He 
buys every ounce of feed Winana 
consumes. He raises nothing for her. 
Sometimes he will accept the fresh 
cuttings from town lawns but he 
charges it up at “market price.” He 
keeps Winana clean; he shines her up 
with cloths and brushes every day and 
she looks like a queen parading around 
in her backyard lot. 

Only a Side-Line 

Running this one-cow dairy is only 
a side-line for Mr. Levy. He has a full- 
time job with a big firm and he doesn’t 
have to milk Winana to make a living. 
All the time he spends attending to 
his dairy is 45 minutes a day. 

It does seem that if one man can 
make big money with one cow in one 
back yard, Louisiana dairymen who 
have oodless of land, dozens of cows 
and more time than they know what 
to do with ought to make big money.

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The Banker as a Farm Leader 


He Must Help to Put Food Production and Marketing on a Sound Business Basis 


N EVERY community the successful 
] banker stands at least for integrity, 

business acumen and conservatism. 
These are more or less attributes in- 
herent to his business. Probably next 
to the doctor, lawyer and minister, 
there is no one who so generally 
knows the intimate affairs of his cli- 
ents and whose judgment and counsel 
is more sought after. By virtue of 
this position in the community he is 
preeminently qualifieu for leadership. 
He has the people’s confidence and 
anything he has to say receives their 
earnest attention. 

Unfortunately, the quality of con- 
servatism, which is so necessary to his 
business, has often led him to sit back 
seemingly unmindful of the currents 
and eddies of economic life, except 
where they directly affect his own in- 
stitutions. He has been a banker in 
the narrow sense of the word, declin- 
ing largely the privilege of leadership 
and the big oportunities for real con- 
structive work. Perhaps nowhere in 
this respect has his failure been more 
signal than in his relations with the 
farmer. He has been content to ex- 
ercise his purely conventional func- 
tions and, in the meantime, the farm- 
er has been ground between the vested 
interests who buy cheap and the 
vested interests who sell dear. 

We must never lose sight of the 
fact that agriculture is the backbone 
of the country both socially and ec- 
onomically. Socially it is one of the 
strongest underlying factors of our 
national life. No red flag waves from 
the farmer’s housetop, nor is he a dis- 
ciple of Bolshevism, I. W. W.-ism or 
any of the other radical isms which 
confront us in the city. These isms 
are the illegitimate children of the fac- 
tory, sweatshop and tenement. Your 
farmer is essentially individualistic in 
his tendencies and on account of this 
will be one of the chief bulwarks in 
preventing the spread of such false 
doctrines. 

The Football of Speculators 

In spite of its relative importance 
agriculture is one of the weakest links 
in the industrial chain. It has been 
unscientific, haphazard in its meth- 
ods, unbusinesslike and, therefore, in- 
efficient. And this is no sweeping in- 
dictment. The farmer’s present po- 
sition is the result of circumstances 
over which he has had no control. His 
products have been the football of 
speculators, middlemen, politicians 
and even consumers. Individually, he 
has had to pit his strength against 
large organizations. One set of vest- 
ed interests says, ‘‘We will give you so 
much for your products,” and another 
set of vested interests says, “You will 
have to pay so much if you buy our 
products.” And between the two the 
farmer has been weil-nigh helpless. 

And during all this, until recently, 
the banker has sat back, watching the 
farmer Atlas with his heavy load, 
seemingly indifferent to the opportun- 
ities for lending a helping hand. Hap- 
pily, the banker is waking up and 
much of his hidebound conservatism 
is disappearing. There is grave need 
of this. In these trying times the

necessity for stimulating rural life 
can scarcely be overemphasized. Bet- 
ter agriculture means better social 
conditions, better railroading, better 
banking, better merchandising—its 
woof runs through the entire pattern 
of our national life. 

We witness to-day what has been 
characterized as a vicious economic 
cycle. One set of demands by labor 
for increased wages to square high- 
living costs is scarcely met before 
another set of demands is exacted to 
meet a new price level, and so it goes. 
For this condition inflated currency is 
blamed, too much gold, the drain of 
foreign exports, and so on. What- 
ever contributing factors these may 
have been, the fundamental of produc- 
tion remains. During the war millions 
of men engaged in productive work 
were suddenly released for the pur- 
poses of destruction. The world’s 
store of food, clothing, building mater- 
ials, metals and fuels have been drawn 
upon faster than they could be re- 
placed. Now we must set our hand 
to the task of replenishment. At the 
base of all costs of commodities lies 
food. Nothing of practical moment 
can be accomplished toward general 
reduction in the price level until the 
cost of food comes down; the cost 
of food cannot come down until there 
is greater production and greater ef- 
ficiency in production. 

The farmer has his scientific prob- 
lems and he has his economic prob- 
lems. Indeed, they are correlated. 


The fullest application of scientific 
knowledge cannot be obtained with 
out a higher development of the eco. 
nomic phase. Neither can there be 
the most efficient production without 
a greater development of the econom 
ic side. And between these two the 
banker has ample field for service 


It is along the lines of stimulating 
production that the banker has chiefly 
confined his activities in assisting the 
farmer. About nine or ten years ago 
the serious drift of rural population 
to the cities and the backward state of 
agriculture aroused the bankers from 
their lethargy. They realized the neeq 
for a back-to-the-land movement. To. 
ward that end, standing committees 
on agriculture were formed in a num- 
ber of states, some forty-five now be- 
ing in existence, These committees 
have taken a prominent part in secur- 
ing purebred stock, better seed selec- 
tion and better cropping methods. They 
have also fostered boys’ clubs, such 
as the Pig Club, Home Garden Club, 
and so on, by means of prizes. In Ida- 
ho, there are over 8000 children in 
these clubs. In Indiana, Illinois and 
Minnesota the bankers have been fore- 
most in developing the consolidated 
rural and agricultural high schools. 
In Wisconsin a _ strong cooperative 
movement has been established be- 
tween the bankers and farmers by 
holding joint meetings where the var- 
ious agricultural problems are thresh- 
ed out. 

The bankers have also established 
a national magazine called the Bank- 
er-Farmer, which is devoted to the 
interests of the farmers. 

All of this is exceedingly valuable 
assistance toward the betterment of 
agriculture. It is helping to arrest 
the drift of population from country 
to city and to establish more scien- 
tific methods. To one who is both a 
banker and a farmer, however, there 
appears a need for educating the farm 
er along business lines and putting 
him upon a sound economic basis. 


It seems strange that while agricul 
ture is one of the most ancient indus- 
tries and the largest—its personnel 
comprising the biggest single unit in 
our population—yet it is the last to 
adopt or develop business principles. 
The commercial history of the past 
twenty-five years is written large with 
the evolution of economics. Indus- 
tries like the railroads, which had 
their inception but a short time ago, 
have so far outstripped agriculture in 
this respect that it seems as if the lat- 
ter belonged to another era. The back- 
ward state of agriculture, with its at- 
tendant evils, in a very large measure 
is due to this retention of archaic 
methods. 


Fifty years ago the pressure of pop 
ulation had not been felt and conse 
quently there was not the same neces 
sity or incentive for business meth- 
ods. After a farmer had tilled his 
land for a number of years, if the 
land became unproductive through 
mining the soil or for other reasons he 
had no difficulty in migrating fo some

other section where virgin land could 
be easily secured. 

Since that day, however, our popu- 
lation has increased at the rate of 100 
per cent every twenty-five years and 
land values have soared higher and 
higher, until now we have arrived at 
a status where fixed charges become 
a burden, the margin of profit is re- 
duced and the standard of living low- 
ered. To add to these difficulties, the 
war has increased the price on all 
the elements that influence farm pro- 
duction from fifty to three hundred per 
cent. 

It is a situation highly conducive to 
discourage the better class of farm- 
ers who have been in alarming num- 
bers drifting to the city, leaving the 
field to nationalities whose standard 
of living is low enough to make pos- 
sible such a continuance. In Califor- 
nia almost entire counties are being 
taken over by Japs and Hindus, ten- 
ant farming is on the increase and 
the social fabric of our rural life ts 
being undermined. 

To meet this situation successfully 
calls not only for the high2st scien- 
tific management, but to an equal de- 
gree the application of sound business 
methods. In times past all the em- 
phasis has been laid on the scientific 
side, but the problems of production 
are no more important than business 
methods. 

How tardy has been recognition of 
the needs for business methods in 
farming is well exemplified by the fact 
that it was not until 1907 that the 
Federal Government first started its 
farm-management, markets and rural- 
organization work. Those who first 
went into this field of endeavor were, 
in the main, technical agricultural ex- 
perts, unfamiliar with the essentials 
of ordinary business methods. A 
further handicap lay in the fact that 
there were no university courses on 
the subject nor any textbooks relating 
thereto. It was and is, essentially, a 
pioneer work. 


Proper Accounting Methods 


Necessarily, one of the first studies 
that was taken up pertained tothe bus- 
iness methods as embraced in ac- 
counts and records. Proper account- 
ing methods must be established if 
farming is ever to take its place as a 
business; until then, whatever the 
scientific plane, there cannot be the 
highest coordination of effort—aims 
and methods at best must be more or 
less haphazard. 


The farmer has been notoriously 
lax in his business methods. The na- 
ture of his work is such that if any- 
thing is to be slighted on the farm 
it is the “books.” For efficient pro- 
duction there is nothing that calls 
for closer study than a proper balance 
between acres, livestock, rotation, 
man or horse power. How many farm- 
ers have proper records upon which 
to base such a study? Federal, state 
and university agricultural depart- 
ments have from time to time been is- 
suing bulletins on farm management, 
but the banker can more directly as- 
sist the farmer to better methods and 
in helping solve special problems. A 
bank that serves a rural clientele 
should have someone specially versed 
in farm management to be always 
available for consultation and advice. 

How often do we hear the farmer 
depreciating the banker for not ren- 
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dering the farmer greater accommoda- 
tion? One of the big reasons why the 
farmer does not get more accommoda- 
tion is because of the difficulty the 
banker experiences in securing any- 
thing like an intelligent statement of 
the farmer’s business. 


The modern farmer, should be as 
conversant with the details of his bus- 
iness as the up-to-date manufacturer. 
To do this, he must adopt as compre. 
hensive records as the manufacturer. 

Thus far we have considered the ap- 
plication of business methods only in 
the phase of production, but there is 
still a further application, a very im- 
portant one, in the problems of 
marketing. In this latter field lies 
the farmer’s greatest difficulty. After 
he has produced, unlike any other 
business, he has nothing to say in 
fixing the price of his products. He 
may receive enough to cover cost of 
production plus a reasonable profit, or 
he may not receive enough to cover 
the actual cost. He is at the mercy 
of jobbers, wholesalers, distributors 
and speculators. He knows not what 
to expect. He has tried to stand 
alone, but all hands have been turned 
against him. 

A good illustration of the producers 
position is seen in the history of the 
prune growers in California. The 
beautiful Santa Clara Valley is fam- 
ous as a center of the prune indus 
try. In times past, buyers came ev 
ery vear from eastern cities to this 
valley to contract for the crop. They 
were up-to-date business men, well 
posted on the needs of the market, 
how large the crop would be and what 
to expect in the way of future prices 
Furthermore, they worked together, 
they knew the benefits of cooperation 
On the other hand, the prune grower 
had little knowledge, or none, as to 
market conditions. 

With a little judicious use of pay- 
ments down, the buyers bought the 
prunes at a low figure. Then the 
grower had the pleasure of watching 
the price of prunes mount higher and 
higher under successful manipulation 


This condition was not confined to 
the prune growers, alonebut applied to 
the peach, citrus, grape, almond, Lima 
bean and many others in California 
In the dairy industry the dairymen for 
a long time were not making even cost 
of production. They were getting 
from thirty-five to forty per cent of 
the consumer’s dollar in spite of the 
fact that their investment was many 
hundred per cent more than that of 
the distributors; consequently, on an 
average, one dairyman a day was go- 
ing out of business. This desperate 
condition among many producers led 
to the formation of associations in an 
attempt to solve the problems that 
had arisen. 

The first to organize were the 
orange growers. Their association has 
met with great success and is looked 
upon as the classic example. Before 
this organization was formed, a pro- 
duction of 5000 cars of oranges caused 
a glut on the market; now 55,000 cars 
can be handled with ease. Following 
the example of this association, we 
now have the almond, walnut, peach, 
prune, raisin, egg producers, milk pro- 
ducers, alfalfa growers and other as- 
sociations, bringing within their mem 
bers’ reach possibilities hitherto un- 
dreamed of. 
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The producer in these organizations 
is now on a parity with the distrib,. 
tor, jobber, manufacturer and others. 
He no longer struggles alone. He can 
confront large organizations with 
large organizations and secure the 
benefits that accrue therewith. High- 
priced experts are at his command to 
solve his problems. He is getting 
better prices for his products and a 
larger share of the consumers’ dollar 

In building up these associations in 
California, the banker has played a 
leading part, not only financially, but 
in organization. There was_ grave 
need for their participation, for the 
vested interests have put up a stub 
born fight, employing politics, menda 
cious propaganda, and other devious 
methods. The banker, with his nu 
merous connections, has been able to 
render large assistance in the associa- 
tion’s struggle for a foothold. Par 
ticularly, has he been called upon to 
help steer a sound financial course 
and advise on constructive business 
policies. 

There is no vocation which demands 
a broader training than that of the 
farmer. He must be a scientist, an 
accountant and a sales manager— 
What other calling today demands as 
much? It is scarcely to be wondered 
at that in the complexity of his prob 
lems he is turning to organization. 
On his shoulders rests a large part of 
the nation’s welfare. The _ banker 
should find his highest duty in helping 
the farmer with these problems.

Secretary Meredith Makes Appeal for Adequate Funds to Carry on Department’s Work 


Gives Instances of Investments In Agriculture That Have Yielded Big 


ee HE Department of Agriculture 
"T toucnes you every day in more 
places than any other depart- 
ment of the Gevernment,” said the 
Secretary of Agriculture, E. T. Mere- 
dith, in addressing the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of New York City, March 12. 
He continued: 

“I feel that if | should ask the aver 
age business man what he knows of 
the Department of Agriculture, ana 
what he thinks of it, he would say, 
‘Why, there is such a department, | 
know, but I am not a farmer.’ Yet, 
the Department of Agriculture is per- 
forming for you every day, over and 
over, in your business matters, in 
your every-day life, services that | 
fear many have fai.2d to realize. | 
hope to talk to you as your representa- 
tive who has been in Washington 
making a preliminary survey of the 
plant you have there, of the organiza- 
tion, to tell you some of the things it 
is doing, and « ask you, if [ may, 
whether or not it is worth the money. 

“IT am going to tell you my purpose: 
If I can have you go from this room 
saying, ‘I am going to take more inter- 
est in agriculture, I am going to take 
more interest in the Department of 
Agriculture, I am going to support in 
every way I can—by telling others, 
with financial support, with coopera 
tion—the work that is going on there, 
then I shall feel that it was very much 
worth while to have come here. 

“The product of our organization 1s 
service; and it is a wonderful service. 
I wish I had the time to tell you of it 
in detail. { wish we had the time it 
takes to play nine holes of gu.f, or the 
time it takes to attend the theatre in 
an evening. Then I might possibly 
get started. 

“In the first place, we have 21,000 
employees, something over 4,000 of 
them in Washington and _ 17,000 
throughout the United States. The 
17,000 come in contact day after day 
with the farmers and with the busi- 
ness men throughout the country. 
They have to do with the county agent 
work, with the eradication of dis- 
eases among live stock, plant dis- 
eases, insect pests, market reporting, 
weather service, the protection of the 
forests, and thousands of other activ 
ities. 

“The Department of Agriculture is 
divided into 17 bureaus. The present 
regular appropriation is approxi- 
mately $33,000,000. When you say, 
however, that you are appropriating 
$33,000,000 for agriculture you are 
hardly telling the real fact. It is 
really something like 10 or 12 millions 
because approximately $2,000,000 is 


set aside for the Weather Service 


some $6,000,000 for the Forest Ser 
vice, and provision is made also for 
the maintenance in part of the meat 
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inspection service, for the adminis- 
tration of the food and drugs act, and 
so on, so that the actual amount of 
money spent by the department di- 
rectly for agriculture, is, in round 
numbers, 10 or 12 millions of dollars. 
[ would like to have you _ business 
men get that firmly fixed in your 
minds, that it is not 33 million dollars 
but only 10 or 12 millions. 


“When you realize some of the re- 
sults that have been accomplished with 
‘only 10 or 12 millions’ you will put 
the emphasis on the ‘only,’ because 
it is a mere trifle, compared with ‘the 
results. 


How Depart:..*nt Affects Every Amer- 
ican 


“IT want to point out some of the 
places that the department comes in 
contact with you. In the first place, 
realize this, that the industry the De- 
partment of Agriculture is designed 
especially to serve, has an invested 
capital of over $80,000,000,000. You 
can take all the railroads in America, 
all tne manufacturing institutions, 
iron, steel, and all the rest—some 75 
other ‘ndustries-——-add them all togeth- 
er, and you will have just met the 
capital invested in this business of ag- 
riculture. The agricultural and live 
stock product last year was $25,000,- 
000,000, equal in one year to our nat- 
ional debt at the present time—one- 
half the wealth of France. 

“Isn’t it a big subject? Isn’t it 
something worthy of attention? Isn’t 
it something worthy of this ‘only 10 or 
12 million dollars?’ How do these bu- 
reaus come in touch with you? Take 
one feature of the work of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. Why, the ham you 
ate this morning for breakfast was 
passed upon by an inspector of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. The 
method of handling your eggs in stor- 
age and transportation has _ been 
studied and improved; the Bureau of 
Chemistry has seen to it that there 
are no injurious ingredients in your 
catsup. When vou put maple syrup on 
your cakes, it has seen to it that if 
the product was labeled maple syrup 
it was maple syrup. 


Tires, Clothes, Shoes, Medicine 


“The cotton in your automobile tires 
is stronger and more durable than 
that used in the past because the de- 
partment has developed long-staple 
cotton industries; has taught farmers 
how to produce cotton of better fiber. 
Your clothes—the department touches 
you there not only through its work 
with cotton and wool but through its 
extremely valuable results in develop- 
ing dyes and dye materials which will 
help to make us independent of for- 
eign supplies. Your shoes—the special- 


ists have devéloped methods of treat 
ing leather that prolong its life, and 
other specialists are teaching farmers 
how to prepare hides and skins with 
the least damage and waste. Your 
medicine—the department sees to it 
that the labels on it do not say it is a 
remedy for such and such a thing un. 
less it actually is a remedy. Even in 
your recreation hours the department 
is with you. Its protective hand 
reaches out to the wild birds and ani. 
mals and provides game for your hunt- 
ing. It keeps the National Forests 
spick-and-span for your vacation. The 
Weather Service is a part of the Agri- 
cultural Department. You know that it 
puts out the storm signals; you know 
it forecasts the weather, but do you 
know that it influences the icing ot 
the cars for your fruit? Do you know 
that it influences the shipment of your 
vegetables? There are a dozen places 
that the Weather Service touches you 
that you do not realize. 

“Good roads have been dcvised and 
tested by the Bureau of Public Roads, 
and the wear and tear under all sorts 
of traffic conditions have been studiea 
by it. This bureau will supervise the 
expenditure of Government and State 
funds for roads in the next 12 months 
of considerabl: more than half a bil- 
lion dollars. Did you ever stop to 
think that the head of the bureau re 
ceives only $6,000 a year? 


The Type of Men 


“I wish I had the time to cell you 
something about the men and women 
employed in this Department of Agri 
culture. There isn’t a more earnest, 
more loyal group of men and womeb 
in America than I have found in this 
department. A young man who is of 
the utmost importance to the depart- 
ment and to me, so far as my effective- 
ness is concerned, had on his desk, 
when | came to the office, an offer 
from a commercial concern of an in- 
come of $325 a month more than what 
the Government paid him. He asked 
me what I would advise. I said, ‘I 
would advise you to take it, and then 
I will veto it, because you must. not 
take it, in the interest of the hundreds 
of millions of people in America.” Hé 
is vital to the department. He did not 
accept the offer. There was a chemist 
who has had seven offers. He is now 
drawing $5,000 a year. His last offer 
was $16,000; he turned it down, say- 
ing, ‘No, I will serve.’ 

It is so all through. The men in the 
department are protecting your food, 
protecting your crops. Many of them 
are working more hours a day, with 
more earnestness, than the average 
man in our commercial institutions. 
That is a thing I would like to have 
you know. It is not new to men who 
have had contact with Washington in

“! think it wrong; | think it is poor 
advertising—you know I can not get 
entirel, away from advertising—to be 
talking all the time about the waste, 
and about the grafters, and soft snaps, 
and all that, in Washington. I heard a 
lady say the other day that there were 
things they did not discuss in her 
family before the children as they 
were too young to understand; and 
that she thought it was all wrong for 
us in America to be complaining about 
the Government, to be saying that this 
man and that department is ineffici- 
ent, even dishonest, and so on, be- 
cause it is poor advertising. There 
may be somebody standing around 
who believes you mean it; there may 
be some foreigner who is not ac- 
quainted with our ways over here, 
and he hears you and goes out and 
repeats your statements to others. 
How many of us simply fall into the 
habit of complaining and criticising? 
It is poor advertising. Don’t do it. 

“You will be interested in knowing 
some of the general results that have 
been accomplished by this organiza- 
tion of yours. You in New York the 
financial center of the United States, 


are possibly more _ interested—al- 
though every man in the United 
States is vitally interested—in the 


work of the Agricultural Department 
than the people of any other section 
of the country. The question of the 
live stock that is raised, the volume of 
the grains that are produced, the sum 
total of the products from those farms 
is the factor that measures your busi- 
ness. There is no doubt about that. 
You know it full well. So you will be 
interested in some of the general re- 
sults received for the money that has 
been spent. 

“Since 1880 there has been a gradual 
increase of 25 per cent in the yield 
per acre of wheat—25 per cent for the 
whole country. Notwithstanding the 
fact that we have placed under culti- 
vation a great deal of new land, that 
we have taken deserts and made farms 
out of them, that we have removed the 
timber and established farms on the 
cut-over areas, there has been a 
gradual increase of 25 per cent in the 
average yield of wheat per acre. Corn, 
for example, incres;ed 10 per cent; 
oats 24 per cert’ ,otatoes 33 per cent; 
hay 20 per cen:; and cotton 3% per 
cent. The acre yields for other field 
crops have increased 16 per cent. Bet- 
ter methods, the introduction of im- 
proved machinery, the development 
and planting of larger’ producing 
varieties, the elimination of plant 
diseases and insect pests, are some of 
the factors giving this happy result. 
And yet some ask whether the farmer 
is lying down; whether he is doing his 
part! 


How Production Has Gained 


“Production also has kept up with 
the increase in population. Fifty years 
ago, or during the period from 1856 to 
1874, the average production per 
capita of the six principal cereals was 
38 bushels... From 1915 to 1919, it was 
52 bushels, an increase of 14 bushels. 
The production of corn increased from 
23 to 27 bushels per capita. Wheat in 
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creased from 6% to 8 bushels, oats 
trom 6.7 to 13.9 bushels, cotton from 
36.5 to 52.7 pounds per person, and 
milk from 84 gallons in 1889 to 96 
gallons in 1919. 

“Meats have shown a reduction in 
production per capita, but we have a 
larger variety of foods today than we 
ever had before—more fruits, more 
vegetables, more cereals—our diet is 
more varied. In 1900 there were pro- 
duced 248 pounds of meat per capita; 
in 1914, 182 pounds, a decrease of 66; 
and in 1918, 222 pounds, an increase 
over 1914 of 40 pounds per person. 

“Notwithstanding the reduction in 
the per capita production of meats, we 
are still exporting large quantities. 

“The farm workers have increased 
in numbers from 5,900,000 in 1870 to 
approximately 14,000,000 in 1919, and 
the production of each farm worker 
in terms of leading cereals also has 
increased. In the period from 1856 to 
1874 each farm worker produced an 
average of 266 bushels annually. In 
the period from 1906 to 1914 the aver- 
age was 406 bushels, while in the five 
years, 1915 to 1919, the average pro- 
duction per farm worker per year was 
418 bushels. 


Farmer Doing His Part 


“These figures are interesting and 
particularly so in connection with the 
discussion of the cause of the high 
cost of living. The cost of living prob- 
lem is a mutual one for all of us: It 
is the farmers’ problem, it is the labor- 
ers’ problem, and it is the business 
man’s problem, and we must all work 
together mutually to meet the situa- 
tion. If there are more men on the 
farms farming more acres, each acre 
producing more per acre, and each 
man producing more per man, giving 
each and every one of us today more 
of the six leading cereals per capita 
than we have had before, it seems to 
me the farmer is doing his part pretty 
well. 

“During the war, in spite of the 
labor shortage, the farmers increas d 
their planted acreage by 33,000,000 
acres, and their yield by 635,000,000 
bushels above the average for the pre- 
war period. In response to the depart- 
ment’s request to increase the acreage 
of winter wheat in the fall of 1918 to 
47,200,000 acres, they actually planted 
49,261,000; and the following spring 
they planted over 22,500,000 acres of 
spring wheat, which was up to the 
record. Certainly, we must appreciate 
that, under the conditions then exist- 
ing, with the farmers producing food 
as they produced it, they saved the 
situation. 

“You know that when the war broke 
out we owed Europe some $500,000,- 
000; and I have no doubt that you 
were worrying. In fact, it is common 
knowledge that we were wondering 
and asking how we were going to pay 
when we were called upon to do so. 
Yet in a single year the exports of 
farm products from America _in- 
creased by $500,000,000, and then the 
balance was on the other side of the 
ledger. 

Some Specific Things 

“I gave you, a while ago, figures 
showing something of the general re- 
sults that have been accomplished in 
agriculture by studying plant life, 
finding better varieties, protecting 
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against diseases and insects, pointing 
out better methods, and the like. But 
some of the specific things might be 
interesting. We can get hold of hem 
better. There were, in Avizona and 
New Mexico and other parts of the 
Southwest tens of thousards of acres 
which grew nothing to speak of. The 
Agricultural Department brought trom 
Egypt a cotton called Egyptian cot. 
ton, and today there is no Egyptian 
who would recognize it. By carefy) 
breeding and careful selection you 
have today a long staple cotton, one 
of the best cottons in the world, and 
one which adds to the length of life of 
every garment made from it. 

“What are the results in dollars and 
cents? Twenty million dollars’ worth 
of cotton last year, because of a de 
partment activity, from a source that 
would not have existed except for that 
activity. Twenty million dollars a year 
right along from one line, and we are 
spending for the development of our 
entire agriculture only 10 or 12 mil- 
lion dollars a year! 


Story of Durum Wheat 


“Take durum wheat. The same 
situation existed. In the great North- 
west there were thousands of acres of 
semi-arid land that would not grow 
crops. So the department went out 
and found a hardy drouth-enduring 
wheat, bred it up, developed it. What 
does it mean to the United States to 
have produced each year from 20 to 
45 million bushels of wheat on ground 
where there would not have been any 
wheat? You can not tell me you busi- 
ness men, that you are not interested 
in that. It cost you perhaps a quarter 
of a million dollars once. A quarter of 
a million dollars was all that was 
spent to produce a crop that year 
after year provides $50,000,000 or 
more, and directly or indirectly, every 
individual and every business is bene- 
fited. There isn’t one of you here who 
does not feel the influence, directly or 
indirectly, of that extra production. | 
know you agree with that. Your rail- 
roads, your shipping, your banks, and 
your retail stores, all are affected by 
it. 

“Take the grain and forage sorg 
hums. The Southwest could not grow 
Indian corn satisfactorily, so these 
men in the department searched the 
world for other crops that could be 
grown there. Last year there were 
125,000,000 bushels of Kafir corn and 
other grain sorghums produced where 
before there was none; and a few 
thousand dollars in the ] ands of earn- 
est and capable men was responsible 
for much of this. 


Saving the Orange Culls 


“Out in California the department 
found cull oranges and cull lemons 
selling at $5 a ton. It established a cit- 
rus fruit laboratory to discover uses 
for the culls. As a result the by-pro- 
ducts of lemons last year were 1,500,- 
000 pounds of citric acid, 500,000 
pounds of citrate of lime, and 50,000 
pounds of lemon oil. Twenty concerns 
are now engaged in the manufacture 
of products from cull oranges. The 
total products last year were 6,000,000 
pounds of marmalades, jellies, and so 
forth. Isn’t that cutting waste? 

“In northern California there were 
thousands of acres of land growing 
nothing. The land was worth $6 to $10

For less than $200,000 the de- 
partment introduced and developed a 
rice, by foreign exploration, research, 
and careful breeding and today a rice 
crop valued at $21,000,000 is produced 
in that territory. Did that affect your 
breakfast this morning? Does it come 
in contact with you? You might not 
have a navel orange today if it were 
not for the Department of Agriculture. 
The oldest tree—among the descend- 
ants of the Washington Navel orange 
which the department introduced from 
Brazil—is still growing in the green- 
house on the grounds in Washington. 
Last year 13,000,000 boxes of Califor- 
nia grown navel oranges were distri- 
buted among the people of this coun- 
try 
American Figs and Dates 


‘Another thing the department has 
introduced is the Smyrna fig, but at 
first the trees would not bear gruit. 
By careful observation it was found 
that certain small wasps were the 


fertilizing agents. The wasps were- 


brought over and still the fig trees 
were infertile, would not produce. By 
careful observation and study it was 
discovered that, beside the Smyrna 
fig, the wasp required the Capri fig to 
breed in. The Capri was brought. With 
the wasp and the Capri fig and the 
Smyrna fig together, it is all settled 
and soon America will be producing 
her own high quality figs. 

“There is an interesting story about 
dates. There is a date industry in 
America, and it is producing a better 
date than you can find in any other 
place in the world. Some of the best 
dates have but few offshoots a year 
through which the trees can be multi- 
plied. The inferior dates have 20 or 30 
offshoots per year. To prevent the 
planting of the inferior trees the de- 
partment sends to Egypt for offshoots 
of the choice varieties. Four thousand 
dollars spent now means tens of thou- 
sands saved in the future. 

“Take the cotton boll weevil. You 
know the fight there has been on this 
pest for years and years. We have 
been spending money, and you men 
have paid some of it in taxes, to fight 
the insect. It has been discouraging 
work, but the experts of the depart- 
ment did not give up, and now the 
tide has turned. They poison the 
weevil’s drinking water. His drink Is 
the dew on the cotton leaves in early 
morning. So they poison the dew and 
that is the end of the boll weevil. 


“Last year this method was tested 
out on an abandoned farm where the 
farmer had said ‘I give it up,’ and had 
moved. The department divided the 
field into three strips; the unpoisoned 
strip on one side produced 48 pounds 
of cotton, the other strip on the other 
side produced 60 pounds of cotton; 
the strip down the middle, where the 
drinking water was poisoned, pro- 
duced 480 pounds of cotton. What 
does this mean to America? What 
does it mean to you that this depart- 
ment should be equipped to do these 
things? 

Fight on Hog Cholera 


“In 1903 three doctors, scientists in 
the Department of Agriculture, Drs. 
Dorset, McBride, and Niles, of the 
Bureau of Animal Husbandry, dis- 
covered the cause of hog cholera. 
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They also worked out an effective 
method of preventing the disease. 
Since 1913 the losses from it have 
been reduced over 60 per cent. The 
death rate per 1,000, which was as 
high as 144 in 1897 and 118 in 1914, 
has been reduced to 41 in 1919. What 
does it mean to reduce the losses 
from hog cholera from 144 to 41 per 
1,000? Just a little matter of $41,000,- 
000. What does it mean to you busi- 
ness men? What does it mean to the 
homes out there in the country? What 
does it mean to the boys and girls whu 
are enabled to go into school and be- 
come better citizens? What does it 
mean so far as life in America is con- 
cerned? 

The discovery that the mosquito 
was responsible for yellow fever was 
based upon the work previously done 
by scientists of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, which proved that Texas 
fever could be carried only by the cat- 
tle tick. If it were not for that dis- 
covery you might not have the Pana- 
ma Canal today, because you first had 
to get rid of yellow fever. 

“IT say those men made a valuable 
contribution to the Nation, and that it 
is not only poor advertising when we 
talk about their being loafers or 
inefficient, but it is ungrateful and 
unappreciative. 

In Dollars and Cents 


“In dollars and cents, the Bureau of 
Animal Husbandry estimates that, in 
the year May 1, 1918, to May 1, 1919, 
hog cholera destroyed 2,800,000 hogs 
in the United States. It destroyed 2,- 
800,000 hogs and their value, as of 
January 1, 1918, would have equaled 
$62,000,000. Sixty-two million dollars 
lost. To reduce that 10 per cent, or 
$6,000,000, would pay two-thirds of the 
10 or 12 million dollar appropriation 
for agriculture. That is just hog 
cholera. You must remember the 
wheat; the cattle tick; the cotton; 
and we can go on and justify the 10 or 
12 millions many times. 

“T want to refer to the wheat rust, 
which affects every business and 
every family in America. Millions and 
millions of dollars are lost because of 
the black rust in wheat, which means 
thousands and tens of thousands to 
New York. The common barberry is 
the host plant of the fungus which 
causes wheat rust; and the depart- 
ment is cooperating with the States 
in locating and destroying the bar- 
berry bushes, thus greatly reducing 
the spread or prevalence of the dis- 
ease—a plant disease that has cost 
the United States a loss of 200,000,000 
bushels of wheat in a single year. 
What does it mean to you men? What 
can you afford to pay for it? I suppose 
it is costing you a penny a year each. 

“There are some who complain 
about the work of the Agricultural De- 
partment. They are the people who go 
up against the pure-f.0d regulations, 
for example, the people who want to 
put something in your food that does 
not belong there. They think they are 
all right, but your doctor does not 
agree with them. These men complain 
and they go around talking about it 
and it gets into the papers, while 
many of the men who are helped in 
the production of pork and wheat and 
all these different things either do 
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not know or forget that they are 


helped. 
To Advertise the Department 


“I am going to resolve myself into 
an advertising manager of the Depart. 
ment of Agriculture, because if | can 
increase by 5 per cent, 10 per cent, 20 
per cent, 30 per cent, 50, or any other 
percentage, the number of people— 
farmers, business men, and others— 
who are taking advantage of its ser. 
vices, then I feel that I have accom. 
plished part of what I would like to 
do in the interest of the whole coup- 
try. In that I want your help; I want 
your co-operation; I want you to know 
what this department is doing. 

“IT want your help even  wmore 
directly than that. Do you know that 
if the daily papers in New York were 
to say to me today, ‘Meredith, we 
would like to run some copy on the 
garden bulletins and on the home- 
economics bulletins that will teach the 
young housewives how to save. We 
will give you a hundred thousand in 
quiries,’ I would have to say, ‘No, | 
am sorry, but do not do it, because we 
haven’t the bulletins and we can not 
print them; we do not have the 
money.” Four-fifths of all the farmers’ 
bulletins that are printed must go to 
Congress, for the Congressmen to di- 
vide, leaving only one-fifth for the de- 
partment to distribute. 

“There is no politics in the Depart 
ment of Agriculture. Out of 21,000 
positions there are only four that are 
not under the civil service —the Secre 
tary, the two Assistant Secretaries, 
and the Chief of the Weather Bureau. 
We have only one Assistant Secretary 
now. The vacancy has been offered to 
six men, and I pledge you that, out- 
side of one of them, I do not know 
their politics. I hope that one of the 
two places will be filled by a Demo- 
crat and the other by a Republican 
because, as a business proposition, as 
your representative or superintendent, 
or whatever term you may wish to 
apply, it is vitally important to you 
that on the 4th of next March there 
should be some one in the Secretary’s 
office who, no matter what the out 
come of the election is, may be al 
lowed to stay there. 

“It seems to me that it is of great 
importance that there should be no 
politics in the Department of Agricul 
ture. 


About the County Agents 


“Now, IJ shall briefly refer to the 
matter of the county agents. Men g0 
from farm to farm saying to the 
farmer: ‘Test your seed; get rid of 
the cattle tick; fight smut in oats; do 
this and do that.’ A Member of Con- 
gress says it is money thrown away. 
He says: ‘The crime of the thing is 
that whenever you appropriate a dol- 
lar you must make the States put up 
another dollar. They are writing and 
protesting about it.’ 

“It is an odd thing that, when the 
county agent movement was begun 
the Government had to pay prac 
tically all the expense, then $2 to $1, 
then 50-50, while today the States, 
counties, and farmers are putting up 
about $9,000,000 to the Government’s 
$6,000,000 in order to support the 
county agents; and yet the Congress- 
man to whom I have referred says it 
is ridiculous and ought to be cut out

The 
farmers themselves say they get more 
direct benefit from the county agent 
working uncer the supervision of the 
Department of Agriculture and in co- 
operation with the State agricultura! 
colleges of America than they do from 
any other source in the country. 
Thirty-eight per cent of them give 
farm bureaus and the county agent 
first place, and yet this member of 
Congress wants to cut down such 
work, because he says it is not 
economy. 

“Men in Congress talk about econo- 
my in providing funds for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. They think they 
are carrying out your instructions and 
your wishes. I have not come here to 
discuss appropriations, but I have 
memorand2 here regarding some of 
the lines of work which are to be cur- 
tailed. I have not the time to go into 
them in detail. I shall simply say that 
vitally important activities are to be 
cut down if the action that has beeu 
taken on our appropriation bill pre- 
vails. Even now I am receiving in- 
quiries for men to go out and help 
eradicate tuberculosis in cattle, but 
the answer invariably is ‘We can not 
send a man to help you get rid Df 
tuberculosis in your cattle because we 
haven’t the money.’ 


Will Service Be Kept? 


“| have told you some of the things 
the department has done. Are you go- 
ing to keep this wonderful product— 
service—from the people, this wonder- 
ful product that you are manufactur- 
ing? It is not wholly the problem of 
the Department of Agriculture, be- 
cause we are only your agents. You 
are manufacturing this product, and 
that product is service. I would like 
to double the number of customers. 
[ want to increase the sales of this 
organization. In other words, I want 
to bring home to every man and 
woman in America this wonderful 
service. 

“Isn’t it a little disappointing and a 
little discouraging, however, to the 
men who are giving their efforts and 
their time to this work not to be 
equipped? While many of them are 
grossly underpaid, they do not ask the 
salaries that you pay in your establish- 
ments. But they do ask that they be 
properly equipped, and that is what IJ 
ask for them. That is the attitude I 
want you to have toward them. If they 
are able to accomplish such practical 
results in eradicating the boll weevil, 
getting rid of the wheat rust, eliminat- 
ing hog choleda, stamping out tuber- 
culos, bringing in new grains, such 
as durum wheat, growing rice where 
it did not grew before, establishing 
long staple coti: » in a new territory— 
all those things and more—and devote 
their time at salaries considerably 
less than those paid elsewhere, cer- 
tainly it is up to you and me and the 
rest of our good American citizens to 
see that they are properly equipped. 


Some Men Who Have Left 


“] wish also to call attention to some 
of the men who have left the depart- 
ment during the past year, in order 
that you may have proper regard for 
and due respect and appreciation of 
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their ability. I have a list here of a 
few of them. The first on the list is an 
expert in the Office of Farm Manage- 
ment. He was drawing $3,500 a year 
and went to a new position at $6,000 
a year. The next is another expert in 
the same office getting $2,500; he 
went to a large farm-implement con- 
cern at $4,500 and a bonus. Here is a 
crop estimator at $2,200 a year who 
went to a $4,500 position. In the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry one man drawing 
$3,000 went to a trade association at 
$6,000. Another receiving $1,500 left 
to be the eastern representative of a 
Louisiana concern at $16,000. Fifteeu 
hundred dollars to $10,000 is a _ big 
jump, but he is worth it. Another 
expert who was getting $3,700 went 
with a commercial concern at $19,000. 
In the Forest Service a man receiving 
$1,600 left to take charge of a stock 
farm at $5,000. A box inspector at 
$2,000 went to a Chicago lumber com- 
pany at $4,800. A chief of one of the 
bureaus receiving $4,500 resigned to 
accept a position with a commerciil 
concern at $20,000. These are only a 
few. I could go on citing such cases 
for an hour or more, but I want you 
to bear this in mind: Those who are 
still there are of the same type and 
worth the same money in commercial 
enterprises. All I ask is that they be 
equipped to do their work. 


Doing a Wonderful Service 


“My attitude toward these men is 
that they are rendering a wonderful 
service. It is up to you and me and 
everybody to get behind them. Don't 
give Congress, don't give anybody 
anywhere the idea that they are slack- 
ers and loafers, or wasters; but give 
them credit for what they are—public 
benefactors, serving y:1 and me and 
every industry in Ainerica, because 
the Agricultural Department, as | 
have said, touches you in more places 
every day, as I verily believe, than 
any other department of the Govern- 
ment, not only as it contributes to the 
stability of your business in looking 
after agriculture, the very foundation 
of all business, but as it comes in con- 
tact with your daily life. 

“Again, I want to urge that you men 
should appreciate as much if not more 
than anyone else, it seems to me, what 
the possibilities of agriculture are; 
what a wonderful service has been 
rendered in bringing into market the 
millions of bushels of wheat which 
probably would not have been pro- 
duced the millions that would have 
gone to waste except for the watch 
fulness of these men and their study 
of better methods of breeding and pro- 
ducing grains. 

“1 do not know when to stop when | 
get started on this subject. I have 
only tried to outline in a brief way 
some of the things that have been 
done. I ask your cooperation. I wish I 
could know whether this idea of my 
being sales manager, of bringing 
home to the people this servvice, of 
making it of value to more people, of 
retting more people in touch with it, 
of having business men realize what 
it means to them, is the attitude that 
you would like to have me take, and 
whether I can be most effective in 
advertising this department, letting 
you and other business men and all 
the people of America know what it 
is doing so that they avail themselves 
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ot the service of the department to a 
greater extent ind that the work of 
the department may be still further 
broadened and extended. In this | 
want your help. I ask as you go along 
every day that you remember that the 
farmer is a sturdy fellow, a good 
American citizen; that agriculture is 
the foundation of our prosperity, our 
very country and that in having a 
helpful, intelligent interest in agricy) 
ture and a spirit of cooperation in its 
behalf, you are doing well for your. 
selves and our Nation as a whole.” 





WILL SPEED UP TB WORK 


Recognition of the  intradermic 
method of applying the first test pre. 
paratory to accrediting a herd as free 
from tuberculosis, has just been ap- 
nounced by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of 
Agriculture. The more general use of 
the intradermic test is expected to 
“speed up” the Federal and State co- 
operative campaign against TB. In the 
subcutaneous method, heretofore 
generally used, the tuberculin is in- 
serted beneath the skin and it is 
necessary to take three preliminary 
temperature records of the animal 
and at least seven soon after the test. 
In the intradermic method insertion 
is made between the layers of the 
skin, and, while this method requires 
a greater degree of skill in the 
operator, only one iater inspection of 
the animal may be sufficient to indi- 
cate the presence or absence of the 
disease. 

The Federal recognition of the in- 
tradermic method provides, however, 
that herds undergoing it successfully 
must pass a subcutaneous test within 
a year before they can be accredited 
as free from tuberculosis. The intra- 
dermic test has been recognized also 
by about three-fourths of the 45 States 
now cooperating with the Federal 
Government in the TB work. 

Texas recently became the forty- 
fifth State engaged in the cooperative 
campaign. The three States not yet 
engaged in it are Arizona, Colorado, 
and California. Arizona and Colorado 
are expected to receive authority to 
enter the work at the next sessions of 
their legislatures. 





SLOCUM DOES PIONEER WORK IN 
SOUTH DAKOTA 


The following letter from M. A. 
Slocum & Son, of Ipswich, S. D., tells 
how they started their ambitious 
young neighbor in the Holstein bus- 
iness.

Molasses was fed at the rate of 0.6 
pound per day after December 1, 1918. 
The dried beet pulp was fed after be- 
ing soaked in water. It should be 
borne in mind that these cows were 
not fed from the viewpoint of economy 
of production, but rather to ascertain 
their producing capacity. 

It will be noted that there is a con- 
siderable difference in the amount of 
total digestible nutrients consumed per 
1,000 pounds of milk produced; per 
100 pounds of fat produced; and per 
100 pounds of solids produced. 

There was very little difference in 
the size of cows 231 and 214, yet No 
214 produced 1,173 pcunds more milk 
and 48 pounds more fat than did No. 
231, and consumed = slightly less 
digestible nutrients per 1,000 pounds 
milk and per 100 pounds fat produced 


Troubles Suffered by Cows 

All the cows shipped from Minne- 
apolis suffered severely from heat 
during their first summer at Beltsville, 
Md. No. 228 was troubled some with 
foot rot, and was also used in a water 
experiment from November 5 to 
March 28. No. 227 was troubled for 
some six weeks following her freshen- 
ing by an obstruction in one teat. No. 
231 was off feed at two different times 
as a result of bloating from alfalfa 
hay. No. 229 was very sick in 
December of her test from compaction 
followed by a slight case of pneumonia, 


and lost considerable weight during 
her illness. 
All of these animals made con. 


siderable gains in weight during their 
tests. Undoubtedly a part of the sur- 
plus digestible nutrients consumed 
over the amounts required for produc- 
tion and maintenance were used for 
this growth and gain in weight. 
The surplus of digestible protein con- 
sumed was much greater than the sur- 
plus of total digestible nutrients. Men 
who feed cattle for large production 
have long thought that the narrower 
ration acted as a stimulus to greater 
production. From the standpoint of 
economy the narrower ration is no 
more costly than a wider ration, at 
present prices of feeds.

REDUCING THE DAIRY FEED BILL 
Prof. H. H. Kildee 


The present feed situation strongly 
emphasizes the importance of growing 


clover and alfalfa hay, and corn 
silage oor roots, upon all dairy 
farms. Not only do _ these feeds 
supply the needs of the dairy 


cow and make it possible to greatly 
reduce the grain ration necessary in 
their absence, but also yield more dry 
matter per acre than do other crops 
grown. Now is the time to make plans 
for next winter’s feed supply, and, in 
case the farm is not already equipped 
with silos, arrangements should be 
made early for the erection of this 
most important equipment. In case 
there is not a sufficient acreage of 
clover or alfalfa, spring-sown crops 
such as oats and Canada field peas 
will prove a heavy vielding substitute 


Feed for this Summer 


The problem of securing sufficient 
feed to keep up the milk production 
and profit from the herd this summer 
is also a matter of importance, as the 
pastures upon most farms do not fur- 
nish enough feed for the cattle during 
the hot, dry months. The problem of 
supplying the necessary’ succulent 
feeds most economically is therefore 
especially important this year and 
may be solved by one or a combina- 
tion of the following methods: 

1. Better care and management of 
pastures. 

2. Use of summer silo. 

3. Use of soiling crops. 

Better care and management of 
pastures are absolutely necessary to 
secure the best results. In every 
neighborhood a_ practical demonstra- 
tion may be found that a little care 


given to the pasture will greatly 
increase its production of feed. But 
the pasture crop in itself is not 


enough for dairy farmers or for many 
beef-cattle growers. To secure the 
greatest possible returns from their 
land, they find it to their advantage to 
keep more cattle than they can 
properly pasture without the aid of 
silage or soiling crops. The use of 
silage or soiling crops upon dairy 
farms results in a saving of land,

Silage vs. Soiling Crops 

Evidently a silo small in diameter 
filled for summer use is the most 
satisfactory and economical solution 
of the problem on the average farm. 


Most of the soiling crops require more 


labor in getting them to the animals 
than the average farmer, who prac- 
tices mixed farming, wishes to spare 


from the field work in the busy season 
of the yvear. However, the man who 
has a large herd of dairy cattle and 
wishes to secure the best possible re- 
turns from his acreage will find it to 
his advantage to grow some _ soiling 
crops. There is nothing better than 
fresh, palatable, nutritious green feed 
to stimulate milk production. Then, 
too, by having in each mixture a legu- 
minous plant, soiling crops can be 
grown that are superior to corn silage 
in balance of nutrients. Another class 
of farmers who profit by the use of 
soiling crops are the renters who can- 
not persuade their landlords that silos 
are necessary fixtures upon farms. To 
these classes must be added the men 
who have not put up silos yet and who 
wish to grow crops to feed in addi- 
tion to their pastures during the com- 
ing summer.

At the lowa Experiment 
Station it required less than three- 
fourths of an acre of combined crops 
and soiling to supply the necessary 
feed for a cow from the fifteenth ot 
May to the first of November.

fat or less were kept up in production 
and condition without any grain or 
hay being fed. The heavier producing 
cows were fed a very limited grain 


ration in addition to the green feeds © 


and pasture. The total cost of pastur- 
ing and soiling crops for each cow, 
counting rent of land, labor, seed, etc,. 
was only $6.62 for the entire pasture 
season at the lowa Experiment Sta- 
tion. Alfalfa makes an excellent soil- 
ing crop, as does a mixture of oats 
and Canada field peas sown at the 
rate of 1% bushel each per acre, am- 
ber fodder cane sown at the rate of 
60 pounds per acre, or a mixture of 
fodder cane and soy beans sown at 
the rate of 35 pounds of cane seed and 
1 bushel of soy beans per acre. It is 
possible to so arrange the planning 
and cutting as to have a succession of 
green feed during the summer months 
and thereby secure much better yields 
of more valuable feed than when 
green oats and green corn are relied 
upon to furnish the feed necessary to 
supplement the dry summer pasture.

Ibs. each in 7 days and all six have 
yearly records—three of them made 
in 2-year-old form—that average just 
under 800 lbs. each, and several of 
them were made under ordinary farm 
conditions on two and three milkings 
a day.

Calf Raising Methods 


By L. W. Newton, Owner of BraeBurn Farms, one of the leading Ayr- 
shire establishments. 


The New-Born Calf 


A few days before the calf is born, 
the cow should be placed in a roomy 
box-stall with proper bedding, light 
and ventilation. 

When the calf is born, it should be 
allowed to stay with its mother for 
twelve hours. Care should be taken to 
see that it nurses properly during that 
period. The reason for allowing the 
calf to suckle for the first twelve 
hours is that it may have the colos- 
trum, or first milk, which contains the 
necessary elements that nature in- 
tended a new born calf should have 
to clean out and tone up its tender 
stomach and make it capable of re- 
ceiving food and assimilating milk. 


Teach Calf to Drink 


At the end of the’  twelve-hour 
period, the calf should be removed 
from its mother. It is now all right 
to tie the cow up with the other ani- 
mals, although her milk should not 
be used for human consumption until 
at least the third day after freshening. 

At the next regular milking period, 
and as soon as the cow is milked, al- 
low the calf to drink about 3 Ibs. of 
its mother’s milk from a sterile pail, 
being sure that this milk is given to 
the calf as soon as it is drawn from 
the cow. It will probably be necessary 
to carry the hand down to the bottom 
of the pail, and bring the fingers up 
through the milk two or three times 
to the calf’s mouth, and gradually 
draw them down until the calf’s nose 
comes in contact with the milk. Then 
the fingers should be carried to the 
bottom of the pail, and the hand re- 
moved. After doing this a few times, 
the calf will continue to drink with- 
out any assistance. 


Temperature of Milk 


Care should be taken that the milk 
fed to young calves is always at blood 
temperature, preferably 100 degrees. 
If, for any reason, the milk becomes 
cool, the pail should be set in a pan 
of hot water until the milk attains the 
proper temperature. Otherwise, the 
stomach of the calf will. become 
chilled, and the chances are the calf 
will have scours. 

Regular Feeding 

As your cows are milked regularly 

(I will say 5 a. m. and 6 p. m.), the 


calves should be fed immediately 
after milking, but for the first week 
it would be better to feed the calves 
at noon in addition to the regular 
morning and night feeding. A _ suffi- 
cient quantity of milk should be saved 
in the morning, cooled and put in the 
ice-box, and warmed at noon to a 
temperature of 100 degrees. 

After the calf is five or six days old, 
the milk can be gradually increased 
until at three weeks of age, the calf 
is receiving 6 lbs. three times a day, 
or 8 lbs. twice a day. After three or 
four weeks, the amount of milk fed 
may be increased according to your 
own judgment; size and condition of 
the calf, of course, being taken into 
consideration. 

Note the condition of the feces, and 
in case the calf should show any 
signs of scours, decrease the milk 
temporarily, and then increase as fast 
as the condition of the calf will allow. 

After the calf has attained the age 
of six weeks, it can be changed on 
to skim milk. 


Skim Milk 


The change from whole to skim 
milk should be made gradually, and 
should cover a period of two weeks. 
When the calf has attained the age 
of eight weeks, you have it on a full 
skim milk diet which should be con- 
tinued up to the age of at least six 
months and longer if you have the 
skim milk to spare. The amount of 
skim milk fed can be left to your own 
judgment as in the case of whole milk. 


Grain and Hay for Calves 


After the calf is a few days old, it 
will begin to eat small quantities of 
tender hay, and a handful of the best 
hay should be selected for it. The hay 
should be placed in a rack so it can- 
not become trampled on and soiled. 
At about the same age, it will also 
take to a little grain, either selected 
grains or some of the prepared calf 
rations on the market, if placed where 
the calf can have it immediately after 
it has had its milk to drink. The calf 
should be allowed all the hay it will 
clean up, and all the selected grain 
feed up to 3 lbs. per day, which 
amount it will probably eat by the 
time it has reached three months of 
age. 
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Tender clover hay is best. Alfalfa 
will do, but should be watched care. 
fully, as it is liable to cause scours. 


After the calf has attained the age 
of six months, it should be fed 
liberally, particularly large quantities 
of roughage, supplemented by smal] 
quantities of selected grains, just 
enough to keep it growing and in a 
strong, thrifty condition. By feeding ' 
young stock all the roughage they wil] 
clean up, supplemented as above, they 
will attain a maximum growth, and 
you are bound to have mature cows 
of great scale, which are the kind 
every dairyman must have in order to 
get the most profitable results from 
dairying. 


Feeding Hours 


Calves sheuld be fed at regular in- 
tervals, and the time should be care. 
fully observed. Calves should be fed 
on time, and if this rule is followed, 
and the temperature of the milk kept 
uniform, there is very little chance of 
sickness. 


Bedding for Calves 


Young calves’ should never be 
bedded on sawdust alone. If you use 
sawdust or shavings, they should al- 
ways be covered with a layer of straw. 
The reason for this is that at many 
times calves have a craving for some- 
thing which seems to be contained in 
sawdust or shavings, and they will 
therefore eat a quantity, which im- 
mediately causes a derangement of 
the intestines. The sawdust or shav- 
ings stick to the walls of the in- 
testines and irritation and inflamma- 
tion sets in, which causes positive 
septicaemia and death. Bedding must 
be kept clean and dry. Nothing will 
upset calves more quickly than a 
damp or unclean pen. 


Veterinary Assistance 


In case of sickness, do not experi- 
ment, but call a veterinarian—a real 
veterinarian—who knows cattle. Most 
veterinarians are horse doctors. They 
know something about horses, but 
not much about cattle. Undoubtedly, 
you have veterinarians in your 
vicinity. Select the best one and stick 
to him, and do exactly as instructed. 
Calves as a rule only need simple 
remedies required by children, and 
should be treated as children, and not 
as animals. Healthy calves come from 
good care and feed. There should be 
no need of their being treated by a 
veterinarian. 

A quick and sure remedy for scours 
in calves is to give them two ounces 
of olive oil or castor oil, as soon as 
the trouble is noted. This will remove 
the trouble and soothe the irritation. 
Follow, if necessary, in 24 hours, with 
one quart of gruel. Gruel is prepared 
by scorching flour, mixing with hot 
water and allowing to boil for one 
minute. The milk ration should also 
be cut down one-half, and gradually 
increased as soon as the difficulty is 
remedied. 

Sucking Habit 

Calves should have individual pens, 
where possible, until they have at- 
tained an age of two or three months. 
This will prevent the habit of sucking 
which is the cause of so many dw 
formed udders. It is better to go to & 
little inconvenience in preventing this

Sanitation 

It is essential that all utensils, pens, 
bedding and everything pertaining to 
the surroundings of calves and cows 
be kept scrupulously clean. It is well 
to use a high class disinfectant as a 
daily spray. 

Be sure that all buildings are well 
ventilated —plenty of fresh air but no 
drafts. 

Sunlight is necessary, and the more 
you have of it in your buildings, the 
better your stock will do. Sunlight in 
itself is a great preventative of sick- 
ness, and destroys numerous germs. 

Young calves should be allowed at 
least two or three hours out-of-doors 
every pleasant day

LOWDEN PROCLAIMS 
SHIP BY TRUCK WEEK 


Urges Thought on Development of 
Highways For Economical Trans- 
portation 


Springfield, [1l—Calling upon those 
people of Illinois who are interested 
in transportation to give especial at- 
tention to the importance of the high- 
ways as part of the country’s trans- 
portation system, Frank O. Lowden, 
Governor of Illinois and Presidential 
aspirant, has by proclamation named 
the week of May 17 to 22 for observ- 
ance as “Ship by Truck” week. The 
proclamation follows: 

“I take pleasure in calling the at- 
tention of the people of Illinois to the 
action being taken by the executives 
of many of the other states of the 
Union in naming the week of May 1? 
to 22 as ‘Ship by Truck’ week. 

“The transportation system of the 
country will not be complete until our 
highways are improved so as to per- 
mit the use of both passenger cars 
and trucks throughout the entire year. 
The state of Illinois is making a most 
determined effort in the face of great 
odds brought about by existing condi- 
tions to complete, at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, such a system of high- 
ways reaching every section of the 
state. 

“In harmony with the action of the 
other states, I am asking all citizens 
of Illinois interested in transportation 
to give especial thought and attention 
during that week, not only to trans- 
portation by way of motor truck, but 
also to the economical development of 
such a highway system as will enable 
us to bring about at an early date the 
use of this method of delivering the 
products of our farms and factories.”

WISCONSIN’S FIRST SILO 


What is believed to have been the 
first silo ever built in Wisconsin is 
described as follows by the well known 
Holstein breeder, John Steele of 
Oconomowoc, in the Wisconsin Agri- 
culturist. 

“T built my experiment silo in 
1880,” he writes. “Dr. Weeks of 
Summit built the same year. As I 
was getting cement I heard Dr. 
Weeks was filling his silo so I went 
over to see how he cid it. The corn 
was very green, but he was doing a 
good job. 

“T came home and hurried to get 
mine ready. It was a big root cellar 
that I was going to fix up and was 
mustly underground. The stone 
walls were somewhat battered and to 
straighten them up I set scantlings 
perpendicular and filled up with small 
stones and cement, held by a plane 
to make a smooth surface. 

“It was all finished but the last 
plank on one side, when one stone, 
a little large would not go into place, 
so I gave it a welt with another stone 
and the whole side went down. Not 
discouraged, I moved the studding 
back a little to give room for a 
thicker wall, but it took about three 
days longer and I thought I was too 
late then. 

“When I was ready to fill I got 
some extra help and filled all in one 
day, about twenty-five tons. Wwe 
worked until eleven o’clock at night 
and covered it with two thicknesses 
of boards laid to break joints and put 
about the thickness of a foot and a 
half of solid stone on it.

“There never was any better silage 
made, but I did not know it then, 
thinking it was too ripe when siloed. 
That winter at the Agricultural So- 
ciety’s meeting at Madison, the gee. 
retary had a sample of Week's ep. 
silage on exhibition and it looked go 
different from mine that I was asham. 
ed to show a sample, not knowing 
that mine was altogether the better. 
The same winter Professor Henry 
wanted to experiment with silage go 
a bill was introduced to appropriate 
$5,000 for him to experiment on 
silage and sugar cane. 

“IT was on the agricultural com. 
mittee and helped to have it passed 
No one in the Legislature at that time 
knew anything about ensilage. My 
experience turned out so _ favorably 
the next year that I tore out the cfoss 
wall in the root cellar and built my 
present silo. I had to get my _ hay 
and grain in the barn before I began 
to build it and before I was ready to 
fill, the corn was riper than the year 
before but I filled it full, more than 
one hundred tons and covered the 
same as I had the year before, and 
again, there never was any better 
silage, and lots of people came to see 
it. 

“The next year, one of my neigh- 
bors built one and both he and I, 
when we had all things ready were 
going to fill them at the time corn 
was green or at the time the scien- 
tists told us it was right. But ima- 
gine our disappointment when we fed 
it, to find it had a sour disagreeable 
smell. We never put it in green 
again, and I gave an account of my 
experience to the farm papers and it 
was widely copied.”

The 
upper barn nearest the house contains 
box stall accommodations for 80 head

ions, but they are really tie stalls, 
equipped with chains which fasten to 
a leather collar about the animal’s 
neck.

Both barns are being thoroughly 
disinfected and cleaned, and as they 
are painted pure white, both outside 
and in with a solid line of windows 
all along both sides as well as several 
windows on the end, one »*ts a dis 
tinct impression of lightness, cleanness 
and sanitary conditions. 

On a smooth slope just north of the 
lower barn, a large tent will be 
pitched and here auctioneers Kelley 
and Baxter, and pedigree expert Wood, 
will do the selling. There are two 
doors on that side of the barn, which 
will make it convenient for the cattle 
going out and in. The selling place 
overlooks a most attractive slightly 
rolling meadow, which slopes gently 
down to a neat little grove with a 
beautiful artificial lake in the middle 
of it. 

“T had been trying for years to buy 
this place for a home,” said Mr. David- 
son, “and now, just at the psycholog- 
ical moment when I especially needed 
it for my sale, the opportunity came

MANY FARMERS TAKE UP 
ACCOUNTING 


One-day farm accounting courses 
are being givenin 15 states through the 
co-operation of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture and_ the 
state agricultural colleges in farm 
management extension work. The 
primary object of these courses is to 
interest the farmer in farm bookkeep- 
ing as an essential to efficient farm 
management. While the assistance 
which the courses give in calculating 
a farmer’s income tax is of great 
value, it is necessarily secondary. 


This is the first year in which this 
method of introducing farm accounting 
has been undertaken on such a large 
scale. The schools are carried on in 
co-operation with the county agents. 
The one-day sessions are occupied 
with calculations made by the farmers 
themselves under the supervision of 
the instructor, and discussions of 
such topics as the relative value of 
various crops, the size of crop yields, 
the quality and quantity of live stock 
for a farm of given size, the size of the 
farm business as a whole, and the 
farm layout, and the use of labor— 
all factors vitally affecting farm 
efficiency

beginner does not understand the 
best methods of caring for all the 


animals at first. This must be learned 
by experience and it is easily under- 
stood that with a large number of 
animals greater chances for failure 
are sure to result. If a large number 
xf animals are to be purchased to 
found a new herd, it is usually best to 
hire an experienced herdsman. Most 
of our greatest breeders, especially 
our constructive breeders have started 
in a very small way. Our advice to the 
oeginner would be, start with a very 
small herd and take your time about 
zrowing; your herd will no doubt be 
a better one by so doing. 


Quarantine New Purchases 


Of course we realize that the begin- 
ner is going to make every effort to 
purchase only healthy animals, but 
aven so, no one can be_ reasonably 
sure that these same animals will not 
be exposed to some disease on their 
way to the farm or herd of the 
purchaser. For this reason whenever 
a new breeding animal is purchased, 
it should be quarantined away from 
the rest of the animals for a least 21 
days and a careful watch maintained 
‘o detect any disease that may 
levelop. If this procedure is carried 
wut properly it may sometimes be the 
means of preventing the introduction 
xf a serious disease among your herd.

Proper Methods of Feeding 


Success with high class cattle does 
not appear as soon as you have 
learned to recognize a superior type 
by any means. There is another 
thing that goes hand in hand with 
good breeding and that is good feed- 
ing. The principles of good feeding 
can be learned largely from books, but 
practical feeding is learned largely 
from experience. Feeding in itself is 
really an art and it is something that is 
always changing. There is something 
new learned almost every day. You 
could take the best herd of Holsteins 
in the world and feed them as many 
farm herds are fed and they would be 
failures as producers. The beginner 
must early realize that good breeding 
and good feeding go hand in hand and 
it is impossible to have a full measure 
of success without combining the two. 


Trying to Cash in on a Reputation 


Too many beginners make. the 
mistake of buying one or more 
animals of a family with a_ great 


reputation, and then when they have 
offspring to sell, make an effort to 
impress the purchaser with the fact 
that his animals are of such and such 
breeding; he loses sight of the animal 
and worships and tries to market 
pedigree instead. We have seen many 
men make the same mistakes and no 
doubt you have too. Never lose the 
individuality of your animals in your 
enthusiasm over blood lines and past 
records of certain individuals to whom 
your animals may be related. Such a 
practice is bad and will do much to- 
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wards making the breeding venture a 
failure. 
Advertising the Herd 


For the first few years the advertis- 
ing should consist of very little save 
local fairs amd stock shows. Desirable 
surplus bulls may be advertised in a 
community paper or your breed paper. 
County fairs are good advertising 
for the man with a small herd, and 
as he learns to show his animals, and 
as they improve in quality and in- 
crease in number he can increase his 
show circuit. Do not make the mistake 
of trying to travel in company until 
you are satisfied your animals are 
good enough to offer some competi- 
tion. This is one of the cheapest 
means of advertising and also one of 
the best, when carried out judiciously. 
If animals of county fair calibre are 
carried to shows of state fair calibre 
and persisted in when they are dis- 
tinctly and surely outclassed, it be- 
comes one of the most expensive forms 
in which to advertise. Do not forget, 
“that little acorns grow to be great 
oaks in time.” 

Your Business Policy 

There is just one policy for the live 
stock breeder to follow if he wants to 
enjoy his full measure of success and 
that is “a satisfied customer is the 
best advertisement that I can have.” 
Always make it your policy to sel 
an animal just as you think it is and 
do net exaggerate or hide defects or 
misrepresent. Dissatisfied customers 
are a very poor advertisement for any 
breeder to have and no man, be he a

TO HAVE SALES PAVILION 


Winnebago County, Wisconsin is to 
have a live stock sales pavilion. The 
movement was launched at the annual 
meeting of the Winnebago County 
Holstein Breeders Association held in 
January. Since that time the co- 
operation of the Winnebago Coun 
ty Live Stock Board and_ the 
Winnebago County Guernsey Breed 
ers Association, has been secured 
and at a meeting held at 
Oshkosh, April 8, it was definitely 
decided to erect the building in Osh 
kosh. 


The company will be incorporated 
under the laws of Wisconsin and will 
be capitalized at $50,000. This will 
be parcelled out in one thousand 
shares of a par value of $50 each. Ap 
proximately $16,000 has been pledged 
and the Oshkosh Chamber of Com 
merce has pledged itself to under 
write $12,000 for the land which will 
be used for the site. The site select- 
ed is 100 by 240 feet in size and has 
a frontage on three streets, Marion, 
Bond and Market. It has access to 
railroad trackage on two sides. 

While the type of building has not 
been fully determined on it is pro 
posed that it shall cover the entire 
lot and besides the stables will in- 
clude an amphitheatre, sales ring, of- 
fices and club rooms.

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Gleanings from the 
Gardner Report 


Report No. 11 from the Advanced 
Registry office covering tests received 
from February 7 to 19, 1920, is prac 
tically a “long distance” report and 
contains the names of only six 30-lb 
cows, of which four are new and two 
repeaters, bringing the total of new 
30-lb. cows for the year to 157 and the 
total of repeaters for the year to 37, 
with the grand total of 30-lb. cows 
now standing at 1626. 

In short-time test, Michigan makes 
a splendid showing in respect to class 
leaders for milk and butter produc 
tion, 7 and 30 days, claiming 13 out of 
the 28 class leaders. Second place in 
short-time test goes to Minnesota with 
five leaders, and third to Iowa, with 
three. New York, Pennsylvania and 
Colorado follow with two each, and 
Wisconsin with 1. In long-time test, in 
which I have included the 8-months 
after-calving division, the 305 and 365 
day divisions, we find New York and 
Minnesota tied for first place with 9 
leaders each, California coming next 
with 7, Iowa with 4, Washington with 
3, Delaware, Kansas, Illinois and Iowa 
with two each, and Massachusetts and 
Michigan with 1 each. This leaves 
Michigan and Minnesota tied for first 
place for total number of class leaders 
with 14 each, and New York third 
place with 11.

farmers. The three sires purchased 
were animals with real quality, their 
dams averaging 32.67 pounds of but. 
ter in seven days, and two of them 
having sired A. R. O. daughters. To. 
day there are more than 700 pure bred 
Holsteins in the county, and it is 
rapidly getting a reputation over the 
middle west as a real center of the 
breed. So far but a small part of the 
increase has been sold to farmers 
outside the county, but it is expected 
that the surplus will soon begin to 
bring in a considerable income. 

The example of Pettis county has 
aided greatly in increasing the in 
terest in good Holsteins in other 
communities. Johnson county, for 
example, recently purchased 50 pure 
bred Holsteins at a cost of $20,000 to 
aid in the dairy farming there. The 
two sires were equal in quality to 
those in use in Pettis county. 

Naturally in the sections where 
farmers are engaged in producing the 
retail milk for the large cities such 
as St. Louis, St. Joseph, Kansas City 
and Joplin the Holsteins come into 
their own in the most ideal way 
Missouri naturally has quite remark- 
able advantages in the development of 
dairying, with good markets, cheap 
feeds—- as compared with some of the 
dairy sections of the east—and 
relatively mild winters. 

In speaking of the growth which the 
dairy industry is enjoying in Missouri, 
A. C. Ragsdale of the University of 
Missouri, said: “One hundred and 
thirty-five creameries, cheese factories 
and city milk plants, together with 30 
large creamery plants outside’ the 
state, but drawing their product from 
within our boundaries, offer a ready 
market for the dairy products pro 
duced on our farms. This growth is 
in a measure due to the generai 
tendency toward dairy farming that 
has been growing in this country. The 
great amount of educational work 
which has been done among. the 
farmers and the consuming public by 
various organizations, headed by the 
dairy department of the University of 
Missouri, also has been helpful.” 

Much of the progress which the 
Holstein men of Missouri have made 
has been due to the fact that the 
business has been conducted on 4a 
sane basis. Legumes and silos supply 
the basis for the ration; these are two 
sources of feeds which can _ be 
developed greatly under. conditions 
such as those in Missouri. With feeds 
like these the quality Holsteins, such 
as those of Pettis county, have their 
real opportunity in making profits for 
the owners. That this is realized 
generally is well indicated by the suc- 
cess the breed is having. F. B. Nichols
